Children under 16 years not now 
| inmates of a state* institution, who 
are destitute, homeless, abandoned or 
dwelling an any unfit place; or any 
child under 10 years found begging, 
peddling or selling any article, or 
singing or playing any musical instru­ 
ment or taking part in any entertain­ 
ment, shall be dependents, says the 
bill. 
A delinquent shall be any child un­ 
der 16 years who violates any law of 
the sate or ordinance of the city or 
village, who is incorrigible, who know­ 
ingly frequents 
questionable resorts 
or patronizes policy shops or places 
where any gambling devices are oper- 
: ated. 
Any citizen may file a complaint to 
have any child declared a delinquent 
or dependent, and any common pleas 
or probate judge shall have jurisdic­ 
tion in the case. A special court room 
shall b-* set aside for the hearing of 
such cases. 
The 
court shall have 
authority to commit the child to any 
training school, and a chief probation 
officer, with assistants, shall he ap­ 
pointed. 
The chief officer is to re­ 
ceive a salary. 
It is further provided 
that no child under 12 shall be con­ 
fined in a jail.
